Bat  despite  nis  admitted  popularity  and  strength 
Arwifhum  tbc  country- — among  the  workingmcn  for  whose 
incmls  be  had  so  sturdily  worked,  among  the  Union  soU 
ikn  of  ibe  war  whom  he  had  so  often  led  tn  battle,  among 
Ac  eolored  people  whose  champion  he  had  been  on  the 
iBHed  fidd,  ia  the  Conercssional  forum,  and  upon  the  stump 
—^im  tife-work  co\'erea  so  many  Belds,  during  more  than  a 
'  of  a  century,  that  much  of  it  is  unknown  to  the

As  a  Congrt;ssinnal  Repr<.-scnlaiive  and 
Soiaior  Us  record  was  brilliant,  consistent,  and  suiesmanly ; 
a»a  jorist  his  eminence  was  attested  by  his  lun^  '.cr%-ic''  on 
Ac  Jodiaary  Committee  of  the  hi^'hest  representative  hody 
«  tlK  laod  :  as  a  soldier  he  strode  rapidly  up  from  ihe  ranks 
e'a  pmate  to  the  command  of  an  army  ;  as  an  or.itnr  h*-  was 
\  to  nooc  in  the  Republic:  as  a  candi<Uie  for  \'ice> 
I  on  the  Republican  ticket  he  wa.^  acknowl- 
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edged  to  be  as  strong  and  generally  popular  as  the  great 
leader  who  headed  it ;  and  his  rapidly  increasing  popularity 
everywhere,  since  then,  plainly  |K)inted  to  his  nomination 
and  election,  in  1888,  to  the  Presidency  of  the  Nation,  until 
death  cut  off  the  prospect.

Karly  in  this  century.  Dr.  John  Logan,  the  father  of  Gen- 
eral Logan,  came  with  his  father  from  the  North  of  Ireland 
to  cast  his  fortunes  with  those  of  our  young  Republic.  He 
was  a  physician.  .At  first  he  settled  in  Maryland,  and  after- 
ward in  Missouri,  where  he  married  a  French  lady,  one  of 
the  rich  colonists  of  that  early  day, — by  whom  he  had  one 
daughter,  still  living.  Having  lost  his  first  wife.  Dr.  Logan 
removed  to  Illinois,  settling  at  what  was  then  called 
••  Brownsville,"  the  county-seat  of  Jackson  County.  Mere  ir 
was  that  he  first  met  .Miss  Klizabrth  Jenkins,  a  native  of 
North  Carolina,  and  sister  of  Lieutenant-Governor  A.  M. 
Jenkins  of  Illinois,  and  was  soon  thereafter  united  to  her  in 
marriage, 

Tjion  his  second  marriage  Dr.  Logan  took  up  his  resi- 
dence near  lirownsvillr.  on  a  large  farm,  on  which  the  thriv- 
ing town  of  Murphysl>orough  now  stands.  Here,  in  the 
comfortable  and  ca|>acious  weather-boarded  log  farmhouse — 
%vhosr  ruin^i  wf  n*  still  standing  four  years  ago  in  the  out- 
skirts of  that  town,  but  have  since  been  destroyed  by  an 
arrilrntal  fire,  -werr  l>orn  ti>  him  eleven  children,  of  whom 
Ji>hn  Alrxander  Lo^an.  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  who  first 
saw  li-'ht  on  February  o.  1S26.  was  the  eldest. 

I'hr  [irimitive  condition  of  the  country  at  that  day  was 
such  as  to  make  great  exactions  u|>on  the  time  of  any  phy- 
sician, but  doubly  so  in  the  case  of  one  so  skilful  and  sue- 
rrssful  as  Dr.  Logan.  Hence  it  was  only  at  inter\'als  that 
he  could  Sparc  the  time  from  his  practice  and  professional 
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I  engage  in  the  duties  incident  to  farm-life.  Him- 
I  man.  he  was  anxious  to  afford  his  children  bet- 
il  facilities  than  were  then  in  that  neighborhood. 
He  ihcrcfore  employed  a  tutor,  who  resided  with  the  family 
tmA  uodcnook  to  train  younj,'  John,  his  brothers  and  sisters, 
ia  fanaches  not  then  taught  in  the  schools  thereabout — such 
a*  the  rudiments  of  Greek  and  Latin  ;  and  it  was  no  doubt 
the  ia|uaintaacc  thus  formed  with  the  latter  tongue  that 
I  yxHing  Logan  at  a  later  period,  while  in  Mexico,  to 
!  fbe  fluency  in  the  use  of  the  Spanish  language  which 
W  poaaessed  to  the  end.

s  who  knew  Dr.  Logan  well,  describe  him  noi  alone 
eing  a  physician  and  surgeon  of  remarkable  skill,  hut  a 
of  marked  characteristics.  .Although  himself  of  good 
'.  he  not  only  believed  in  but  practised  social  democracy. 
H«  recogniicd  no  ranks  in  society— no  such  thing  as  aristoc- 
racy. He  has  been  known  to  keep  such  local  magnates  as 
the  jodgc  of  the  Circuit  Court  and  chief  officers  of  the  Illi- 
■oift  Central  Railroad  waiting  while  attending  the  w.ints  of 
•ase  Uboring  man.  It  was  his  creed  thm  all  men  who  are 
haaeM  and  upright  are  equal,  and  deserve  equ.~il  respect. 
He  was  absolutely  sincere  in  this,  as  in  all  things  -for  he 
haaed  cant.  He  was  a  man  of  the  strictest  intrgrity,  gener- 
«■•  and  kind  to  everybody,  and  devoted  to  his  friends.  He 
««a  aever  known  to  swear  an  oath  nor  indulge  in  dissipa- 
#aas  of  aay  aort.  He  took  much  pride  and  pleasure  in  his 
fiae  «Ddt  of  horses  and  hounds,  and.  in  the  days  when  foxes 
'  plentiful,  was  fond  of  the  chase.  His  Kr>>ipitalilv  was 
!.  and  it  was  at  his  house  that  the  Wi-slcyan  Method- 
'  preached  whencx'er.  in  travelling:  their  circuit, 
near  him.  They  recognized  in  him  not  only 
'  A  faiae  owld  Irish  gintlctnan.  one  of  the  rale  owld  kind." 
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but  an  honest  upright,  sincerely  Christian  gentleman.  He 
was,  moreover,  possessed  of  a  dauntless  courage.  As  a 
rurious  instance  of  that  and  of  his  surgical  skill,  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  while  on  his  death-bed  in  1851,  suffering 
from  an  abscess  on  the  liver— from  which  he  died — he  strove 
hard  to  persuade  his  family  to  rig  up  a  mirror  and  allow  him 
to  [Krrform  an  operation  on  himself!  The  family,  however, 
would  not  consent. 

His  second  wife — ••  Mother  I.ogan,"  as  she  is  still  affec- 
tionately termed  in  the  Gcnerars  family— came  of  Scottish 
ancestr)'  ami  had  strong  Scotch  characteristics.  She  was 
tall,  sicntler,  and  her  <lcportmcnt  rrect  and  stately  to  the 
period  of  her  death  in  1877.  She  was  very  cjuict  in  her 
manner,  very  calm  and  self-possessed,  and  ver)'  strong  in 
her  prejudices.  Her  intuitive  conception  of  the  character  of 
others  was  wonderful.  More  than  once  occasion  arose  to 
demonstrate  her  determined  courage ;  and  no  woman  ever 
lived  more  remarkable  for  consistency  for,  when  once  a  line 
was  marked  out.  with  her  there  was  no  such  thing  as  turning 
to  right  or  left.  She  was  an  admirable  helpmate  for  such  a 
man  as  her  husband,  and  was  always  greatly  devoted  to  her 
family.  She  lived  long  enough  to  take  pride  in  the  Sena- 
torial as  well  as  Military  honors  won  by  her  gifted  son.

Young  John  grew  up  from  childhood  to  youth  much  as 
would  other  children  with  similar  surroundings  and  oppor- 
tunities. Those  were  slow-coach  days.  One  incident  of  his 
boyhood  will  suffice  to  illustrate  this.  It  was  a  half-day's 
trip  from  the  farm  to  the  grist  mill.  One  day  he  started  oflT 
with  grain  to  the  mill,  accompanied  bv  one  of  the  colored 
boys  employed  by  his  father.  He  reached  the  mill  in  a  ter- 
rible rain-storm,  and  all  took   shelter  under  the  open  shed 
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which  covered  the  machinery.  This  mill,  like  the  Mexican 
arms4rm,  was  worked  by  a  horse  harnessed  to  a  horizontal 
Uuft  or  pole,  which  was  dragj^ed  round  and  round,  as  a  cap- 
sian-twr  is  pushed,  and  revolved  the  millstones  by  means  of 
hide-belling.  The  rain  beat  in  furiously,  and  the  belting 
ontcfaed  Co  such  an  extent  that  it  became  useless,  become 
diMoanected  with  the  sha/ting,  and  felt  down.  The  boys. 
despairing  of  more  comfortable  quarters  for  the  night,  made 
the  beat  of  it  and  went  to  sleep,  a  number  of  the  hounds 
wUch  had  accompanied  them,  at  their  feet.  When  morning 
broke  and  the  miller  arrived,  it  was  discovered  that  the  half- 
tamiriied  do^  had  scented  out  the  rain-suaked  hide-belting 
aad  devoured  it!  The  miller  wa»  in  despair,  lie  had  no 
more  belting,  nor  could  he  get  any.  Nothing  remained  for 
bun  but  to  make  it  himself;  and  young  Logan  and  his  cul- 
'3r«d  companion  were  obliged  to  wait  there  for  a  couple  of 
days  while  the  miller  killed  and  skinned  an  ox  and  dried  its 
Mb  far  a  new  belting !  This  was  one  of  those  events  in 
ymim^  Jf>hn's  life  which  he  took  philosophically —because 
Act*  was  nothing  else  that  could  be  dune. 

N^licn  he  was  about  ten  years  old.  it  happened  one  day 
that  the  brm-hands  being  all  busy  at  nther  work,  his  father. 
hariag  observed  that  the  squirrels  were  attacking  one  of  hts 
eara-fecMs,  sent  young  John  lo  drive  them  olT.  A  road  ran 
by  dw  6dd,  and  on  an  adjacent  tree  it  was  customary  to  pin 
wA  «fx>den  tacks  certain  public  notices  so  that  passers-by 
■q^htread  and  act  accordingly.  I'he  boy  had  observed  thi<i. 
WWdwr  it  was  diat  he  had  "  othr-r  fish  tn  fry  "  just  then, 
«r  vbccbcr  it  was  tltat  love  of  fair  play  wliich  always  pns- 
•nacd  htm.  the  reader  himself  can  judge ;  but  certain  it  is 
Ikac  a  oeiglibor  riding  by  at  a  later  hour,  seeing  a  notice 
pMed  toibctrcc.  rode  up  to  it,  and  to  bis  a^^tonishment  read 
te  Bodoe  in  a  large,  boyish  hand

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And  sure  enough  next  morning  he  was  on  hand  with  a  lot  ot' 
other  boys  and  some  of  the  farm-hands,  armed  with  shot- 
guns to  exterminate  them. 

Fifty-one  years  have  since  passed  away,  and  to-day  that 
corn-field  is  covered  with  the  houses  of  Murphysborough. 

That  ••  the  child  is  father  of  the  man  "  was  never  more 
evident  than  in  comparin){  this  notice  with  one  which  he  sent 
to  some  {Mrrsons  in  Southern  Illinois,  who  wrote  to  him  both 
coaxing  and  threatening  letters  before  the  war,  urging  him 
to  join  the  Knights  of  the  Golden  Circle.     It  ran  thus  :

From  his  earliest  boyhood  youn^;  Logan  was  always  a 
leader — whether  at  the  common-school,  which  for  a  lime  he 
attended,  or  at  play  with  other  youths,  or  in  the  Yarious  ex- 
[leditions  in  which  childhood  loves  to  engage.  His  geniality 
and  capacity  for  anecdote  made  him  much  sought  after,  even 
as  a  youth.  He  always  liked  company,  and  always  had  at- 
tentive  auditors,  whether  playing  the  violin  or  indulging  in 
narration  to  a  crowd  of  listeners.  But  whenever  study  or 
other  duties  required  attention  he  went  at  them  with  the 
same  rapid  earnestness  which  always  distinguished  whatever 
he  undertcHjk.  It  was  the  same  with  everything — work  first, 
play  afterward  :  and.  while  he  loved  play  and  companionship 
as  much  as  any  youth,  he  always  conscientiously  performed 
the  less  palatable  task  first 

When  he  was  but  fifteen  or  sixteen  years  of  age  young 
John  took  it  into  his  head  to  build  a  flat-boat  for  the  Muddy 
River,  which  ran  near  the  paternal  farm.  The  lx>at  was  duly 
constructed  and  launched     But  the  Muddy  was  at  that  time 
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m  rapid  and  dangerous  stream,  and  when  it  came  to  a  question 
ck  vlko  could  pilot  it  out.  all  were  afraid  to  venture  the  haz- 
leat  But  as  in  all  his  subsequent  life  Logan  never 
:  to  accept  responsibilities,  so  now  the  ft;arless  buy 
1  aboard  and  steered  her  out  in  safety.* 

\  shordy  after  this  characteristic  incident  that,  at  the 
£  of  lixceen.  die  youth  entered  Shiloh  College,  where  he

Thus  passed  the  years  of  John  A.  Logan's  life,  from 
to  youth  and  to  young  manhood,  ahernating  the

•Cody  as  could  be  spared  from  more  pressing  calls  -at  times, 
oo  doubc  hi*  mind  perturbed  by  vague  questionings  whether 
be  were  not  intended  for  more  stirring  work  in  life  than  that, 
aad  doubtless  wishing  for  a  change. 
The  change  wa-i  near  at  hand. 

Il  was  the  year  1846.  The  relation?  between  the  I'nited 
sta«e»  and  Mexico  were  growing  strained.

•oDs.  At  the  call  for  troops,  fired  with  patriotic  zeal,  young 
Loyan.  then  but  twent)*  years  of  age,  abandoned  farm  and 
tfadid  and  entered  the  American  army  as  a  lieutenant  of 
Conpany  H.  First  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry.

His  many  and  varied  experiences  in  this  war.  the  larg(?r

Al  the  expiration  of  his  legislative  term,  Mr.  Logan  re- 
flOHwd  the  active  practice  of  his  profession — ^one  far  which 
be  vat  admiraUy  fitted,  and  which  he  greatly  enjoyed,  his 
■pcdaby  being  criminal  jurisprudence  :  and  so  successful 
vaA  be  in  it  thai  he  was  soon  elected  prosecuting  attorney 
far  tbe  Third  Judicial  District.  During  his  incumbency  of 
AoK  oAcc  Mr.  Logan  tried  and  convicted  suine  uf  the  most 
faflMMB  caic*  on  the  docket  of  that  district ;  and  il  is  a  rc- 
■  fact  that  theie  is  not  a  single  instance'  in  which  hi- 
I  that  the  guilty  escaped  conviction,  nor  was  any 
flOc  of  lut  indictments  ever  quashed. 

On  the  other  hand,  an  instance  may  be  given  of  his  skill 
■i  defence.  It  was  while  Mr.  Logan  was  practising  law  al 
ibc  bar  of  the  same  district.  Mr  was  dffcnding  a  man  who 
««cb  a  knife  had  killed  another  in  a  dining-room,  ami  whr> 
«aa  mdicted  for  murder.  There  was  so  strong  a  prejudice 
the  prisoner  that  he  had  taken  a  change  of  venut- 
L'nioo  to  Polk  County.  The  persons  involvcil  b(-in^: 
t  men.  there  was  immense  excitement  as  the  time  of 
■rial  arrived-  The  court-house,  which  stood  in  a  larg<- 
1  iquare  upon  which  some  shcr-p  stood  hrnw^- 
I  with  eager  spectator".  The  evidence  w.is 
and  tbe  prosecution  had  finished  its  npr'nin^;.  As 
arose  to  make  his  s[>cech  for  the  drfence,  a  dog  got 
the  sheep,  and  one  oi  them  bolted  away  from  the 


llock  into  the  court-house,  and  up  through  the  aisle  to  the 
very  seat  of  justice,  where  it  lay  panting  and  trembling. 
With  wonderful  readiness  and  skill  the  advocate  seized  the 
incident,  and,  likening  it  to  the  sacrifice  of  the  Paschal  Lamb, 
made  an  appeal  to  the  jury  so  powerful  as  to  secure  by  hb 
remarkable  and  effective  oratory  not  alone  the  acquittal  of 
the  prisoner,  but  also  the  applause  of  those  who  had  pre* 
viously  l>clievetl  him  to  l>e  guilty. 

It  was  on  November  27.  1855.  that  Mr.  Logan  married 
Miss  Mary  S.  Cunningham. — a  daughter  of  Captain  J.  M. 
Cunningham,  his  old  friend  and  companion-in-arms  of  the 
Mrxican  war.  and.  removing  to  Benton,  established  there 
his  home  and  law-office. 

In  1856,  the  people  again  insisted  u[>on  his  represent- 
ing  them  in  the  State  Legislature,  to  which  body  he  was 
elected  in  November  during  the  famous  "  Fremont  Cam* 
[>aign."  During  sessions  of  that  Legislature  he  was  con* 
spicuous  in  his  advocacy  of  some  of  the  most  important 
measures  devised  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State— the  in- 
KTvals  between  sessions  being  devoted  to  the  practice  of  hb 
profession. 

1.<m;aN,  the  C0?<GRESSMAN,  BEFORE  THE  WAR — AT  THE

By  1858,  his  reputation  both  as  lawyer  and  legislator  had 
so  widened  that  he  was  nominated  as  a  Representative  in 
the  Thirty-sixth  Congress,  and,  notwithstanding  his  compar* 
ative  youth  and  the  fact  that  his  competitors  numl>ered 
among  them  the  most  prominent  mm  of  the  district  (the 
Ninth),  which  at  that  time  comprised  sixteen  counties  of 
Southern  Illinois. — was  triumphantly  elected  by  the  largest 
majority  ever  given  to  a  Congressional  Representative  from 
that  district. 

Congressman   Logan  took  his  seat   I^ecember.  1858*  at 
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vte  viO  be  mnemberetl  as  the  most  exciting  period  prior 
K  ike  outbreak  of  the  Rebcliion.  Stephen  A.  Douglas — 
'Tbc  Little  Giant" — was  then  the  Icadin);  Democrat  of  the 
Nartfawctt.  and  especially  of  lUinoi-s.  It  was  to  t>e  expected, 
llwrefarc,  that  Mr.  Logan  would  defer  to  him,  and.  so  far  as 
be  cDvdd  with  consistency,  follow  his  lead  in  all  matters  of 
piUic  weaL  But  even  then,  his  impetuous  spirit  with  ditfi- 
od^  brooked  the  insults  daily  heaped  upon  every  man  who 
dnd  to  call  a  halt  to  the  rampant  fire-eaters  then  in  Con- 
fKH.  who  seemed  bent  upon  ruling  or  ruining;  ihc  L'nion. 
He  worked  inceuantly  for  the  welfare  of  his  constituents, 
■d  to  well  did  he  succeed  that,  in  November  of  i860,  he

Mr.  Logan  anendcd  the  National  Convention  at  Charles- 
It^  S.  C,  and  for  the  first  time  beheld  the  veritable  auction- 
UKkud  dave-pens  of  the  South.  His  generous  nature  re- 
dat  the  barbarity  of  slavery,  thus  in  its  very  nakedness 
t  r^ht  beneath  his  cye^i,  and  his  mind  foresaw  the 
U  of  that  inhuman  "  institution  "  at  no  distant  day.  Me 
wvihat  dte  spirit  of  tyranny  and  oppression  manifested  by 
klmlers  of  the  Democratic  Tarty  toward  every  man  north 
<f  *  Mason  and  Dixon's  line"  boded  ill  for  them.  He  felt. 
*  id  every  free  man,  that  very  soon  must  ceasr  the  forbear- 
*KC  that  had  been  shown  to  men  who  knew  no  bounds  \n 
'^t*  demands,  and  who  were  ready  to  subordinate  r-very- 
tkiif  to  their  lust  for  wealth  and  [>ower  and  the  pcrpctua- 
"■i  of  human  slavery.  Hence,  when  the  Congress  assem- 
Ucd  in  December,  i860,  he  was  in  no  frame  of  mind  to 
*aAR  the  intensified  fanaticism  and  threatening  manner  of 
*e  Soothem  Representatives.  His  speeches  made  ai  that 
iWt  M  a  DeoKxrat.  are  rrplcce  with  patriotic  fire  and  lo%e 
^rfArlTBioo.  Imbued  with  this  spirit  he  was  mo>t  active  in 
>  bring  about  what  was  known  as  the  "  Crittenden 
-believing,  as  did  many  other  patriolic   men. 
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that  that  measure  would  avert  the  horrors  of  a  civil  \ 
But  all  effort  seemed  powerless  before  Fate.  The  tide  ^ 
too  strong.  Boldly  and  bravely  Mr.  Logan  exerted  him^ 
to  breast  it,  urging  moderation  u[>on  his  party  and  its  ol 
leaders  while  eloquently  avowing  his  own  devotion  to 
Union  and  his  abhorrence  of  the  meditated  treason.

The  Southern  Democrats  had  at  that  time  full  swa] 
Congress,  and  choked  down  the  opposition,  or  at  least 
tempted  to  prevent  those  from  speaking  who  were  sure 
condemn  slavery.  Sumner  was  stricken  down  with  a  bl 
geon  for  daring  to  utter  his  scathing  denunciations  of 
crimes  which  were  [>erpetrated  in  the  name  of  liberty',  ; 
other  eloquent  and  determined  champions  of  freedom  t 
rowly  escaped  similar  violence.  Free-speech  in  the  Halls 
Congress  was  imperilled.  It  was  at  this  time  that  a  sc 
occurred  in  the  House,  in  which  Logan  was  a  principal 
urc,  that  not  only  exhibited  the  personal  intrepidity  of  •• 
gallant  K^\  ptian/*  as  he  was  then  called,  but  that  supe 
quality  of  moral  courage  which  enables  the  very  few  \ 
possess  it  to  rise  above  party  when  that  party  consents  to 
justice  or  assumes  a  despotic  spirit  *'  On  one  occasion,*'  s 
the  narrator.  •*  Mr.  Lovejoy  rose  in  his  place  Iff  the  Ho 
and  attempted  to  speak,  when  several  of  the  *  fire-eati 
thrust  their  clenched  fists  in  his  face,  and  dared  him  to  ui 
a  sentence  at  the  peril  of  his  life.  It  was  one  of  those 
traordinary  scenes  when  members  become  excited,  leave  tl 
seats,  and  crowd  around  the  occupant  of  the  floor.  Love 
— as  brave  a  man  as  ever  lived — expostulated  with  the  i 
ous  bowie-knife  legislators,  but  they  grew  more  and  m 
fierce  under  his  expostulations  ;  in  £ict,  it  looked  as  thoi 
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!i  were  about  to  be  absolutely  and  by  open  violence 
choked  down  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
StMei  of  AnMrica— the  model  Republic  of  the  West  Mr. 
LoT^ojr  had  a  scat  directly  under  the  Speaker's  desk,  and 
tvned  •rannd  to  look  for  aid.  when  a  young  man  at  the  back 
CMt  of  tiM  House  rose,  walked  through  the  centre  of  the 
Hove,  pushed  through  the  excited  members,  reached  Love- 
jof'tiide.  pointed  to  him,  and.  turning  to  the  Southern  mem- 
ben,  said.  'He  is  a  representative  from  Illinois,  the  State 
ihM  I  was  bom  in,  and  also  have  the  honor  to  represent ;  ht 
■•rf  ht  mti^mid  U>  $p<at  without  interruption,  otherwise  / 
wiSmtat  tJu  coward  or  tenvards  outside  of  this  House,  and 
hlidkem  rtsponsibU  for  furtktr  indignities  offered  to  .Mr. 
iM^tf'  This,  of  course,  ended  ihc  display  of  clinched  fists, 
m)  the  bccntcd  despots  took  their  seats,  and  Lovejoy  made 
M  able  atui-sbvcry  speech."    The  young  man  was  Logan.

It  say  be  well  right  here  to  allude  briefly  In  the  base  .ind 
1  dwrge  made  by  some  of  his  enemies,  that  at  the 
;  of  the  war,  and  prior  to  it,  he  was  a  "  secession 
*  and  to  his  triumphant  refutation  of  the  same, 
\  may  be  found  in  the  Congressional  Reeord  of  April  20. 
Senator  Ben  Hill  of  Georj^ia  had  the  temerity  to  in- 
ihis  charge  in  the  United  States  Senate  Chamber 
JO,  iMi.  Logan  instantly  replied,  ■■  Any  man  who 
%  that  1  sympathized  with  it  at  th.-||  time  insiniiairs 
false."  and  Senator  Hill  at  once  retracted  the  cal- 
laay.  Subsequently.  .April  tQ.  tSSi.  a  jmrtion  nf  the  press 
haviif  ia  the  meantime  insinuated  further  doubts.  Senator 
Lfan  proved  by  the  record,  and  by  voluminous  diKument- 
M%  cndoKC  the  utter  falsity  of  the  asper&ion.      That  record 
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shows  that  January  ;»  1861, — while  still  a  Douglas  Democrat* 
before  Lincoln's  inauguration  and  before  even  the  first  gun 
of  war  was  fired  upon  Fort  Sumter,— he  declared  in  Con- 
gress, as  he  voted  for  a  resolution  which  approved  the  action 
taken  by  the  President  in  support  of  the  laws  and  for  the 
preservation  of  the  Union,  that  the  resolution  received  his 
"unqualified  approbation."  Prior  to  that  (December  17, 
i860)  he  hail  voted  affirmatively  on  a  resolution  offered  by 
Morris  of  Illinois,  which  declared  an  "  immovable  attach- 
ment **  to  "  our  National  Union,'*  and  "  that  it  is  our  patriotic 
duty  to  stand  by  it,  as  our  hope  in  peace  and  our  defence  in 
war/*  In  a  speech  he  made  February  5,  1861,  on  the  "  Crit- 
tenden Compromise,*'  he  declared  that  "  he  had  always  de- 
nied, and  did  yet  deny,  the  right  of  secession."  And  when 
he  concluded  his  speech  of  vindication  in  the  Senate,  even  the 
Bourbon  Senator  Brown  of  Georgia  declared  it  to  be  **  full, 
complete,  and  conclusive."  In  future,  then,  no  truthful  man 
will  dare  to  say  that  Logan  was  not  true  to  the  Union  and 
opposed  to  secession  •*  before  the  war,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  war.  and  all  through  the  war.**  * 

At  last  the  crisis  came  when  every  man  must  take  his 
stand  either  for  or  against  his  country.  The  dreaded  can- 
nons' roar  was  heard  above  Fort  Moultrie,  and,  with  that 
sound,  redoubled  threats  of  a  forcible  dismemberment  of  this 
I'nion.  Logan  saw  that  the  enemy  could  no  longer  be 
staved  in  his  wicked  infatuation  :  that  the  time  for  action  had 
arrived  ;  and  hurriedly  leaving  unanswered  a  "  call  of  the 
House."  he  crossed  the  Potomac  and,  musket  in  hand,  fought 
as  a  private  in  the  ranks  all  day  long  in  the  first  battle  of 
Bull  Run     I>eing  among  the  last  to  leave  the  field.

Williamson  County, — which  was  now  his  place  of 
rctadcDCr. — he  addressed  a  vast  multitude  of  infuriated  peo- 
ple, who,  strongly  sympathizing  with  the  South,  were  little 
less  than  a  turbulent,  howling,'  mob.  When  Logan  com- 
meaccd  to  speak,  it  was  with  difficulty  the  mo)}-spirit  could 
be  rettrained  so  that  he  could  gain  a  hearing  :  hut  before  he 
kad  Anishcd  the  vivid  picture  he  painted,  in  words  of  living 
Effat.  of  the  inevitable  consequences  of  trca<ion  and  disunion 
tt>  them,  their  children,  and  their  country,  they  stood  abso- 
litfdy  spellbound,  and  many  were  even  ready  to  enlist  in 
(Sefettce  of  that  very  flag  which  but  a  few  moments  before 
they  would  have  stamped  upon.  And  when  he  closed  his 
Z^owing  periods  and  told  them  he  was  going  to  enlist  for  the 
«ar  ("as  a  private,  or  in  any  capacity  in  which  he  could 
•erre  lus  country  best  in  defending  the  old  blood  stained  flag 
over  every  foot  of  soil  in  the  United  States"),  they  swarmed 
about  him,  and  sent  up  such  a  shout  as  has  rarely  been 
•ward.  A  frieod  and  fellowcomradc  of  Logan's  in  the  Mcxi- 
(Att  War.  having  in  the  meantime  hurriedly  hunted  up  an 
old  filer  and  drummer,  was  the  first  tn  shout,  "  Come  on, 
boys  \  Let's  go  with  Logan.  Where  he  leads,  we  can  f<il- 
o«  '  *  Suiting  action  to  the  words,  the  6fe  and  drum  struck 
up  the  Camiliar  tune  of  "  Yankee  Duudle."  and  before  they 
had  Kiarcbed  half-way  around  the  square,  one  hundred  gal- 
iMC  fellows  were  in  line.  "  keeping  step  tu  the  music  of  the 
L* •BOO."  each  pledged  to  ser\'e  his  country  for  three  years, 
■rieM  soooer  discharged  by  peace  being  declared. 

The  nidnight  travelling  and  daily  speaking  ami  enlisting

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scarcely  be  described.  The  conversion  of  an  entire  people 
from  sympathy  for  their  kindred  and  friends  in  the  South  into 
patriotic  soldiers  ready  to  fight  against  them,  was  little  short 
of  miraculous.  The  sharp  struggle  between  duty  and  incli- 
nation ;  the  actual  taking  up  of  arms,  and  leaving  loved  ones 
behind  while  on  the  way  to  fight  other  loved  ones  in  front ; 
the  sacrifice  of  all  other  ties  for  the  sake  of  patriotic  principle 
and  the  maintenance  and  prescr\'ation  of  the  unity  of  the 
States — how  tr^^ing  an  ordeal !  And  yet,  despite  all  these 
heart -bursting  difficulties  and  struggles,  from  which  none  but 
the  noblest  of  men  could  find  the  true  course,  in  ten  days  the 
grand  old  Thirty-first  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry  Regiment^ 
with  Logan  at  its  head,  was  en  route  for  Cairo,  the  rendei- 
vous  of  the  first  soldiers  enlisted  in  Southern  Illinois.  From 
that  hour  the  whole  surrounding  country  seemed  to  catch 
the  infection  of  patriotism,  and  Colonel  Logan's  regiment, 
the  Thirty-first  Illinois  Infantry, — which  was  quickly  fol- 
lowed by  the  Twenty-second,  Twenty-seventh,  and  Thir» 
tieth  Regiments,— was  at  once  organized  with  others  into 
McClernand's  First  Brigade  under  Grant  Thus  South* 
ern  Illinois  was  saved  to  the  Union,  and  the  indescril>» 
able  calamity  of  guerilla  warfare  averted  from  the  so3  of 
Logan's  native  State.  What  might  have  happened,  had  any 
portion  of  Illinois  lying  south  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi 
Railroad  joined  in  an  attempt  at  secession,  we  care  not  now 
to  contemplate.  That  Cairo,  as  a  base  for  our  armies,  when 
they  embarked  for  the  Tennessee,  Mississippi,  and  the  whole 
Southern  field,  was  of  inestimable  importance,  none  can  deny. 
Nor  can  it  be  disputed  that  to  Logan,  more  than  to  any  other 
one  man,  is  due  the  gallant  and  patriotic  stand  the  Southern 
lUinoisans  took  :  nor  that  its  influence  was  felt  in  a  very 
marked  degree  in  Indiana  and  other  adjacent  States,  and 
ner\'ed  the  hearts  of  I'nion  men  everywhere,  giving  fresh  im* 
pulse  to  Northern  courage.

A«  a  soldier.  Colonel  Logan  brought  into  play  all  the  en- 
tfaunasm.  energy,  and  indomitable  will  which  always  char- 
aaieratA  him.  He  drilled  and  disciplined  hi-s  regiment  him- 
■dC  aod  su  weeks  after  the  enli&lment  of  his  men  led  them 
iMo  battle  at  Belmont.  Mo.  There,  the  force  of  General 
Graat  being  landed  from  the  transports  convoyed  by  the  gun-

Of  Colonel  Logan  in  this  engagement  the  official  report 
says : 

(\»lonel  I.<»gan's  aiimirable  tactics  not  only  foiled  the  frequent  at- 
tempts of  the  enemy  to  flank  him,  but  secured  a  steady  advance  toward 
the  rnemy's  camfj^ 

It  was  on  this  occasion  that,  in  a  moment  of  victory,  Mc- 
Clrrnand's  command,  being  given  over  to  rejoicing,  was  much 
demoralized,  anil  exposeil  to  danger  should  the  enemy  rein- 
force and  return.  This  th«!  enemy  was  doing  when  Colonel 
L<);;an  discovered  him,  instantly  formed  his  command,  and  re* 
pulsin;^'  the  attack,  succeedeil  in  getting  the  entire  command 
on  lM»ard.  It  was  during  a  successful  bayonet-charge  at  this 
battle  that  Logan's  horse  was  shot  under  him  and  his  pistcd 
at  hi>.  sidr  shatterr*!  to  pieces  by  the  fire  of  the  enemy.  Gcn- 
rral  McClernand  cc>mplimrnte<i  thr  regiment  upon  its  unex- 
amplrd  braver)*,  an«l  Colonel  Logan  for  having  cut  his  way 
thr<-f'  times  through  an  overwhelming  force  of  the  enemy. 
thus  ojM'ning  the  way  for  the  return  of  the  army. 

The  ilesign  of  the  ex|K*diiion  was  the  breaking  up  of  the 
enemy's  encampment  at  Belmont  I  laving  accomplished  tt« 
the  I'nion  troops  returned  to  Cairo  with  many  prisoners. 

The  discomforts  of  the  raw  troops  in  Cairo  at  that  ttme 
were  very  great,  and  much  harder  to  bear  than  the  greater 
hardships  which  they  subsequently  bore  as  veterans.     They 
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had  left  their  horaes  and  comfortable  surroundings  quite  un- 
I  for  the  life  of  a  soldier.  Their  equipage  was  poor, 
r  quanermasters  nor  purveyors  had  yet  learned  how 
•©  properly  prepare  for  the  needs  of  troops.  Colonel  Logan, 
vilb  that  solicitude  for  the  well-being  of  his  men  which  always 
ilinj^l^iiiilii  il  him,  and  for  which,  together  with  his  military 
■IdM  and  daring,  they  idolized  him.  6nally  went  to  Waslung- 
HMi  and  arranged  for  arms  and  clothing  suitable  for  his  com- 
aattd,  allliough.  owing  lo  the  confusion  incident  to  the  hurried 
pfcparabofu  for  war,  it  was  almost  impossible  to  obtain  much- 
t  tuppltei  of  any  character.

For  three  days  the  I'nion  forces  besieged  Fort 
Donelson,  doin^;  some  );allant  fightinj^  all  along  the  line,  in 
which  Coloiu-I  Logan's  regiment  was  constantly  engaged. 
The  lamc-nied  Kansom  and  Logan,  respectively  with  the 
Eleventh  and  Thirty-first  Illinois  Infantry,  with  inflexible 
courage  held  their  |>ositions  notwithstanding  they  received 
the  heaviest  Are  of  the  enemy  and  sustained  the  sudden  and 
simultaneous  attack  of  an  immense  mass  of  Confederate  in- 
fantry which  had  l>een  hurled  on  McClernand's  crumbling  di* 
vision  at  the  right  of  ( irant's  line  of  investment.  It  was  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  third  day,  after  the  naval  attack  by  Footers 
gunlx>ats  had  been  repulsed,  when  the  Eleventh  and  Thirty- 
first  Illinois,  the  latter  commanded  by  the  intrepid  Logan, 
stood  like  a  wall  of  belching  fire  against  the  enemy,  until  both 
had  nearly  exhausted  their  cartridges  and  had  suflered  greatly 
in  killed  and  wounded,*— among  the  killed  in  the  Thirty-first 
Illinois  tieing  their  lieutenant-colonel  (White)  and  the  senior 
captain  (Williamson ).  and  among  the  wounded  Colonel  Logan 
himself,  -that  Logan,  regardless  of  a  severe  wound  in  his  left 
arm  and  shoulder  and  a  flesh  wound  in  the  thigh,  his  left  side 
streaming  with  blood.  maintaine<l  his  seat  on  his  horse,  and  by 
his  bravery  and  daring  and  influence  over  them,  rallied  his  men 
to  fresh  exertion  and  held  them  in  position  t  until  from  ex- 
haustion and  lo^s  of  blood  he  was  carried  from  the  field.  The 
woun«ls  were  so  severe  that  for  weeks  his  life  was  despaired 
of.

The  "  ooconditionol  surrender  "  of  Fort  DonvUon.  Feb- 
«y  16,  1863.  was  a  heavy  shock  to  thr  South,  and  corrc* 
\      ih  joy  the  Northern  heart. 
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At  this  distance  of  time  it  is  hard  to  realize  what  was  en- 
dured by  our  Union  soldiers  at  Donelson.  The  cold  was  of 
such  intensity  that  the  hands  and  feet  of  many  of  them  were 
frozen.  Everything  was  covered  with  a  thick  crust  of  ice, 
and  the  sleet  continued  to  fall  heavily  and  ceaselessly  day 
and  nijjht  durinjj  the  sicjfc.  The  besiegers  were,  moreover, 
so  close  to  the  fortifications  that  no  fires  could  be  lighted,  and 
neither  officers  nor  men  had  anything  to  eat  save  the  insuffi- 
cient, cold  cooked  rations  in  their  haversacks.  Nor  had  they 
anything  to  protect  them  from  the  pitiless  driving  storm ;  and 
to  keep  their  powder  dry  taxed  their  vigilance  to  the  utmost 

The  following  letter  exhibits  the  fact  that  Colonel  Logan's 
conduct  at  this  siege  had  attracted  the  |>ersonal  attention  of

Being  ustgncd  to  the  command  of  the  First  Brigade, 
Third  Divisioa  of  the  Seventeenth  Army  Corps,  General 
Logao  took  a  distinguished  part  in  the  movement  against 
Coriadl ;  and.  had  bis  suggestions  bi:cn  acted  upon,  that 
f«C  fatifteJ  encampment,  with  the  enemy  encamped  tht:rcin. 
vovld  have  been  captured,  instead  nf  being  merely  occupied 
after  the  enemy  had  c\-acuatcd  it.*  After  the  occupation  of 
Corintb.

I'Vom  Corinth,  Genera!  Lo};an  with  his  matchless  men 
pressed  forward,  under  Grant,  to  \'icksburjj-  that  •'  Gibraltar 
of  the  Confederacy."  It  was  durin;^  Grant's  Northern  Mis- 
sissippi Campaign  (1862-63)  ^^^^  l.ogan  was  promoted  to  be 
a  Major-General  of  \'oIunteers  (his  commission  dating  from 
Novemlxrr  29.  1S62).  Those  who  are  familiar  with  the  story 
of  that  campaif^n  will  remember  that  General  Logan's  com- 
mand led  the  advance  all  the  way,  in  the  toilsome  marches 
and  Nkirmishes.  from  Corinth  down  through  Holly  Springs 
and  Oxford,  to  the  Vocnapatanfa,  where  the  campaign 
endeil. 

In  the  attempt  to  take  Vicksburg  in  the  rear,  made  by 
(leneral  Grant  in  the  fall  of  1862,  General  Logan  commanded 
the  First  Division  of  the  right  wing  of  the  Seventeenth  Corps, 
so  denominated,  which  was  organized  at  Bolivar.  Tenn.  The 
command  of  (leneral  Logan  in  this  campaign  was  the  main 
reliance  of  the  commanding  General  (  T.  S.  Grant),  and  to 
him  was  he  indebted  for  the  discipline  and  good  order  in 
which  the  troops  fmally  reached  Memphis  on  their  return, 
December  J  I,  1862. 

Upon  arrival  at  Memphis,  Tenn.,  the  Seventeenth  Corps* 
under  orders  from  the  War  Department,  was  organized.  Gen* 
eral  Logan  being  assigned,  Januar)*  1 1,  1863,  to  the  command 
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•Tin  TUnl  Division — which  command  he  continued  to  hold 
■ol  after  the  fall  of  Vtck^bur^;.  Here  it  was  that  he  issued 
Ae  faDoviog  patriotic  address  to  his  fellow-soldiers,  urging 
iben  in  a  fno«t  stirring  and  spirited  manner  to  fresh  exertions 
br  dieir  counir)-.  and  nerving  them  for  the  deeds  of  desperate 
ix^  that  were  before  ihcm  :

At 
four  o'(  liK  k  in  the  afterniMin  McPherson  came  up  with  the  rebels,  ^md 
I^^an  at  thr  stimt  lime  af fearing  «»/i  tkfir  ri^kl  jlank^  faauJ  tktm  $0  m.tr 
frnifilouily  UKcarJ  th^  river ^  MiPherson  followeil  hani,  and  arTi%r«l 
just  as  the  last  of  the  rebels  was  crossing,  and  in  time  to  prevent  tlic 
destruction  of  the  bridge.  It  being  now  dark,  and  the  enemy  druea 
across  the  Big  Black,  the  command  was  rested  for  tlic  night. 

On  the  morning  of  the  3d,  it  was  found  that  the  previous 
night  the  enemy  had  evacuated  the  stronghold  of  Grand  Gulf, 
with  its  t'Ialx>ratc  and  extensive  works,  after  burying  or  spik- 
ing his  cannon  and  blowing  up  his  magazines.  Thirteen  heavy 
guns  thus  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Union  army. 

In  a  despatch  to  Sherman,  then  at  Milliken*s  Bend.  Gen- 
eral Grant  wrote  on  the  3d :

( )n  May  1 2th,  General  Logan,  leading  the  advance,  agaiA 
struck  the  rneiny.  under  Gregg  and  Walker,  in  a  clump  of 
timber  within  two  miles  of  Raymond,  asuulted  him.  and  after 
four  hours  of  hard  fighting  drove  him  before  the  other  Union

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mopt  could  come  up.  with  heavy  io<ts  in  killed,  wounded,  and 
jnauen — many  throwing  down  ihcir  arms  and  deserting  the 
Cwfcderate  cause.  General  Logan's  division  alone  partici- 
fMed  in  this  fight  Here  again  Logan's  horse  was  shot  under 
kia  vhtle  gallantly  |i-ading  a  bayonet  charge  of  the  Twenty- 
bird  liutiana.  General  Grant  has  described  the  batdc  of 
Raynood  as  "  one  of  the  hardest  small  battles  of  the  war."  * 
Aod  to  this  battle  Logan  )^ned  the  day  by  his  desperate  and 
peruoal  bravery.  The  enemy's  loss  in  killed,  wounded,  and 
priioBen.  was  820.  On  the  I4lh,  General  Logans  division 
pmdpated  in  the  battle  of  Jackson.  Miss.,  fought  outside 
tW  cBlrencbed  capital  of  the  State,  at  which  McPherson's 
a>^  was  engaged,  and  assisted  in  routing  the  bulk  of  the 
CtmtuiugU.  Genera]  Johnston's  command,  and  capturing  all 
kajrtiDcrjr, — seventeen  cannon. — the  enemy  losing,  in  killed, 
vwrfed.  and  prisoners,  845  men.  Grant  slept  that  night  in 
the  hottse  which  the  previous  night  had  bc-cn  occupied  by

dred  prisoners.  The  main  Vtcksburg  road,  after  following  the  rtdgr  in

fief«>re  the  result  of  the  final  charge  was  known,  I^ogan  rodeeagrrh 
up  to  (Want,  declaring  that  if  cme  more  dash  could  be  made  in  front 
he  WMidd  ad%nn'r  in  the  rear,  and  complete  the  capture  ol  the  rebel

P'f^'ition  of  Logans  force,  he  diret  ted  them  to  use  all  despatch,  an  i 
push  forward  a%  rapidly  as  [M»ssible.  He  pri»ceeded  himself  in  haste  t 
wtiat  had  l>een  Pcmbert«»n's  line.  cxtK-cting  every  moment  tcj  come  \i\\ 
with  the  enemy,  but  found  the  rebels  hacl  already  broken  and  fled  from 
thr  field.  l.oi:an's  attack  had  pre<  ipitated  the  rout,  and  the  bnttie  ul 
Champu»n  Hills  was  won. 

The  rout  of  the  retiels  was  complete. 
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Tlw  eftcmy'ft  lots  at  Champion  Hills  was  between  three 
ihouiand  and  four  thousand  in  killed  and  wounded,  and 
Kvly  three  thousand  prisoners  were  captured  on  the  Held 
er  in  the  punuit.  Lo^an  alone  captured  eleven  j^uns  and 
oor  tbooiand  three  hundred  prisoners.  Some  thirty  cannon, 
SGAcrottt  «tands  of  colors,  and  lar^e  quantities  of  small- 
irah  and  ammunition  were  among  the  spoils  of  this  victory. 
Aad  besides  routing  the  enemy,  one  of  his  divisional  (Lor-

Thus,  as  \vr  have  seen,  the  enemy  was  driven  in  confu- 
sion ami  rout  from  Champion  Hills  and  across  the  Hig[  Black 
River,  until  he  found  a  brirf  respite  within  his  intrenchmcnt« 
around  thir  city  of  Virksl)urjj.  with  the  besieging  lines  of  ihc 
I'nion  army  around  him.

When  we  consider  the  wonderful  natural  strenjjth  o(  that 
position  truly  one  of  Natures  fastnesses  fortified  by  a 
horseshor-like  line  of  hills,  the  |M)ints  of  the  shoe  touchini; 
the  Mississippi  River  al>ove  and  Ik-Iow  the  city,  and  remem- 
ber that  evrry  availabh*  means  at  the  command  of  the  Con- 
federacy had  been  brought  to  Ix-ar  to  make  it  invulnerable  ; 
that  their  most  |>owrrful  c  annon  bristled  from  every  hill-top  ; 
that  the  frowning;  bluffs  were  *'  studded  with  batteries  and

wHh  rifle-pits ; "  that  their  best  soldiery  manned 
tbcir  KVRs  :  and  when  we  remember  further  that  the  country 
(smcduicly  outside  and  for  miles  around  was  on<^  vast 
iwunp.  heavily  forested  with  trees,  interwoven  with  semi- 
trofKal  vines  aod  rank  parasitic  vegetation,  not  unlike  the 
tropica]  ^rovtb  along  the  Amazon  and  other  South  Ameri- 
caa  rivers,  we  arc  amazed  at  the  re&ult  uf  this  famous  siege, 
aaA  ieel  that  our  soldiers  must  have  been  aided  by  some 
■a|Mmatiiral  power. 

"On  the  morning  of  the  18th."  says  the  Comtc  dc  Paris, 
■■  his  HtHory.  "  Pembcrton.  with  all  his  troops,  shut  himsell 
«p  flMiile  of  the  vast  fortifications  constructed  around  Vicks- 
iMTf.  Hi*  forces,  including  the  sick  and  a  very  small  num- 
ber of  woonded — for  those  of  Champion  Hills  had  all 
I  on  the  battlefield—  amounted  to  thirty-three  thou- 
.  .  On  the  morning  of  the  19th  the  invcst- 
1  of  Vidcsburg  was  complete.  McClernand  on  the  left, 
I  on  the  centre,  and  Sherman  on  the  right  sur- 
1  ibc  place  from  the  Mississippi  on  the  south,  to  the 
Yaaoo  at  tbc  north.  Pcmberton  had  abandoned  all  the 
mmtbs  works  without  a  fight.  .  .  .  Grant's  army,  reduced 
fey  i^hting  and  rapid  marching,  did  not  reach  forty  thousand 

Sqrs  Badeau  :  "  The  ground  on  which  the  city  of  N'icks- 
bot^  tfands  w  supposed  by  some  to  have  been  originally  a 
1I  111,  (bar  or  five  miles  long  and  about  two  miles  wide. 
•ad  two  or  three  hundred  feet  above  the  Mississippi  River. 
TIhs  irfmiTT  has  been  gradually  washed  away  by  rains  and 
«Mi«a,  aniil  k  is  transibrmed  into  a  labyrinth  uf  sharp  ed:^'-s 
laj  4acp  irrcfpilar  ravines.  The  soil  i^^  fine,  and  when  cut 
'^aftcaMy  by  the  action  of  the  water  remains  in  a  perprndicu- 
ur  ^amiotm  ibr  years  ;  and  the  smaller  and  newer  ravines  are 
'^em  so  deep  that  their  ascent  is  difficult  10  a  footman,  unless 
wr  mAs  Imwdf  with  his  hands.  The  sides  of  the  declivities 
c  Aadtly  wooded,  and  the  bottoms  of  the  ravines  nearly 
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lcvcl»  except  when  the  streams  that  formed  them  have 

unusually  larjje." 

•  •••••• 

*'  The  whole  line  was  between  seven  and  eij;ht  miles- 
Ion^',  exclusive  of  the  four  miles  of  rifle-trench  and  heavy 
batteries  on  the  water-front.  It  consisted  of  a  series  of  de* 
tai  iicd  works,  on  prominent  and  commanding  points,  con- 
ntcied  by  a  continuous  line  of  trench  or  rifle-pit.  The  works 
wcrr  necessarily  irrej^ular.  from  the  shape  of  the  ridges  on 
which  they  were  situated,  and  in  only  one  instance  closed  at 
the  .ijorjjc.  They  were  placed  at  distances  of  from  seventy* 
fi\<!  to  fivr  hundred  yards  from  one  another.  The  connect* 
in;^  rifle-pit  was  simple,  and  {generally  about  breast-high.  The 
ravines  were  the  only  ditches,  except  in  front  of  the  detached 
works,  but  no  othrrs  were  nreded,  trees  being  felled  in  front 
of  the  whole  linr.  and  forming  in  many  places  entanglements, 
winch  under  hrf*  were  al>Nolutcly  im[)assablf\  .  .  .  The 
whole  aspect  of  ihir  rujjj^^ed  fastness,  bristling;  with  bayonets 
an<l  crowned  with  artillery  that  swept  the  narrow  defiles  in 
every  direction,  was  calculated  to  inspire  new  courage  in 
those  who  came  thronj^inj;  into  its  recesses  and  behind  its 
I'ulwarks.  from  their  succeNsjon  of  disasters  in  the  open 
uAAr 

It  was  on  the  morning  of  the  19th.  as  has  In-en  seen,  that 
(irant's  forces,  in  the  order  name<l.  completed  the  investment 
of  Vicks!>ur^'.  forfnin.j  his  line  across  these  ••  wcMnied  cliffs 
and  rui;j;e<i  chasms. "  anu  it  was  at  2  r.M.  of  that  day  that  a 
coruerte<l  an<i  simultaneous  assault  along  the  whole  line  was 
m.id#'  upon  the  enemy's  fortifications.  In  the  meantime,  the 
en«iMy  had  recovere«|  his  spirits,  and  met  the  assault  with 
s;i(  h  spirit  and  ener^^^y  at  all  points,  that  our  troops  failed  to 
;^"-t  a  footin;;  within  his  works.  It  enabled  the  Tnion  forces, 
however,  to  take  and  hold  advanced  |>ositions,  unveiled  the 
tr«'m«-ndous  difTicuhies  that  opjiosetl  them,  developed  the  en- 
emy's plan  (if  defence,  and  at  the  expense  of  Federal  losses 
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;  to  four  or  6ve  hundred  men.  demonstrated  that  it 
CM  a  tciioui  matter  to  storm  works  •in  well  defended  at  all 
yjaia.  However,  both  moral  and  military  reasons  impelled 
C>oml  Grant  to  order  another  general  assault  along  the 
v^  line,  to  take  place  on  the  izA  at  lo  a.».,  to  be  KUp- 
ptftec]  by  the  cuncenlrated  fire  of  all  the  land  batteries,  and 
of  forier's  n)ortar-boal«  and  iron-clads  on  the  river  ^dc  of 
Nxkibitrg.  "  At  three  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  23d," 
a>«  Badon,  "  the  cannonade  began  from  the  land  side ; 
cmy  arailabte  gun  was  brought  to  bear  on  the  works ; 
ihry  ■hooicrt  at  the  same  time  began  their  part  of  the 
lOMk  ud  DOChing  could  be  heard  but  the  continued  shriek- 
•(of  sheils.  the  heavy  booming  of  cannon,  and  the  sharp 
nil  of  the  minie-balls.  ai  they  sped  with  fatal  accuracy 
iMird  the  devoted  town.  Vicksburg  was  encircled  by  a 
(■4e  of  6re :  on  river  and  shore  a  line  of  mighty  cannon 
p>nd  destruction  from  their  6cry  throats,  while  the  mortars 
fhyvd  incessantly,  and  made  the  heavens  themselves  seem 
b  drop  down  malignant  meicon  on  the  rebellious  stronghold. 
TV  beihardment  was  the  most  lerHbli.-  during  the  siege, 
iid€onlittued  without  intermission  until  nearly  eleven  o'clock, 
■Ue  the  sharp  shooters  kept  up  such  a  rapid  and  galling  fire 
Mt  Ac  rebel  cannoneers  could  seldom  rise  to  load  their 
fvOEs;  tke  enemy  was  thus  able  to  make  only  tneffeciual  re* 
|i«,  and  the  formation  of  the  columns  of  attack  was  undis- 
hrU.'  Al  the  appointed  time  to  the  minute,  the  assault 
•u  nade— at  the  cost  of  three  thousand  Union  soldiers 
bW  or  wounded— and  failed  completely.  Jespitr  the  hero-

His  valor  was  fitly  recognized  in  the  presentation,  made 
to  him  by  the  Hoard  of  Honor  of  the  Seventeenth  Army 
Corps,  of  a  gold  medal  inscribed  with  the  names  of  the  nine 
battles  in  which  up  to  this  time  he  had  been  most  distin- 
guished for  heroism  and  generalship.

i  lavin}^  inauguratc*d  and  perfected  the  administration  of 
affairs  at  Virkslnir;^.  (ieneral  Logan,  at  the  suggestion  of  his 
supfrriors.*  took  a  short  leave  of  absence  for  a  visit  to  the 
North,  where  he  frccjuently  addressc<l  large  assemblies  of  his 
fellow-citizens  in  speeches  of  fiery  el<M|iience  and  burning  zeal 
and  devotion  to  thf*  lausc  of  the  Tnion.  That  year  (18631 
was  one  of  ;^r«-at  importance  to  the  future  of  the  Government 
in  a  civil  as  wf-II  as  a  military  point  of  view.

Logan  arrived  in  front  of  Joncsboro'  on  the  cvcf 
August  30th,  and,  though  it  was  past  midnight  bcf< 
troops  had  all  crossed  Flint  River,  yet  at  daylij^ht  < 
morninjj  of  the  31st — and  without  the  knowledj^e  of 
Sherman  or  Fioward — a  strong  intrenched  line  was  coi? 

Logan,  appre 
his  situation  of  isolation  from  the  main  army,  greatly  es 
and  liable  at  any  moment  to  attack,  caused  his  positior 
intrenched  with  ;jrrat  care.  The  morning  was  thus  s| 
strengthening  his  lines  and  placing  his  artiller)*  in  di< 
commanding  positions.  He  gave  to  this  work,  so  imf 
at  this  time,  his  personal  su|>er\'ision,  and  was  on  the  j 
when,  at  thref  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  enemy  (Lei 
Hardee's  corps)  made  a  sudden  and  desperate  assault 
points  of  his  front.  Every  soldier  of  the  Fifteenth  Corj 
in  the  trenches  ready  for  the  fray.  On  the  enemy  came 
ing  his  lines  to  within  thirty  to  Afty  paces  of  Logan*s  1

The  I'nited  Slates 
TTMTl-i  already  (sec  sections  2031,  3023,  2023,  and  3034, 
KiCvncd  Statutes)  had  upon  their  pages  certain  sections  pre- 
vritaif  the  duties  of  marshals  and  deputies  at  elections  to 
keep  tbc  peace,  preser\'e  order,  and  protect  and  aid  the  super- 
wwon  of  elections  in  preserving  the  purity  of  the  ballot-box 
JBd  preventing  election  frauds  at  elections  forrcprescntativeH 
«r  delegatet  in  Congress,  which  prescribed  also  penalties  for 
■BM  ccMpKance  with  such  duties.  But  the  Democrats  owt--d 
iWir  ou^ority  in  the  House  to  election  frauds  and  violence  at 
ihr  pob  in  the  Southern  Sutes,  and  hence  it  was  tu  thetr 
inaefCH  to  insure,  if  they  coultl.  immunity  to  such  acts  of  fraud 
tmA  violence.

Ter..  and  return,  they  went 
via  dbc  Northern  Pacific.  They  also  made  an  extended  trip 
■p  Pugct  Sound  in  the  steamers  Meriom  and  Idaho.  The 
recnm  home  was  by  the  Oregon  Railway  and  Navigation, 
N'octhcm  Pacihc.  and  Northwestern  Roads.  This  is  the  skclc- 
too  outline  of  the  trip,  which  covered  six  weeks'  time,  sixteen 
Scalea  and  Territories,  and  "  over  8.500  miles  of  travel."

During  his  brief  suy  in  San  Francisco.  se\'eral  reception* 
aad  faanqueti  were  given  to  the  General.  He  also  ran  over 
•vibe  Red  Woods,  and  with  Governor  Alger  cut  down  a 
(iMM  red-wood  tree.  At  Oakland.  .Alameda  County,  there 
was  another  grand  parade  of  the  Grand  .Army,  and  in  the 
aferDOon  and  evening,  further  receptions  tn  (icneral  Logan. 
!■  bet.  where\-er  he  appeared  "  the  enthusiasm  was  intense." 
So  also  al  Sacramento,  and  through  Napa  Valley  :  ,ind,  when 
LoKsa's  pany  made  a  short  trip  to  Nevada  ami  back,  at 
Carson  and  Virginia  City,  it  was  the  same.  Therr  seemed 
•D  be  no  Hmit  to  his  |>opularity.  The  enthusiasm  was 
wdesft,  everywhere — and  Mrs.  Logan  shared  In  it.  At 
tat  the  Logan  pany  left  Oakland,  by  rail  and  stage,  for 
OpefDn— and  along  the  line,  at  all  the  station-;.  Logan's  train 
wa»  rccaved  by  shouting  crowds,  with  "  band<^  playing  and 
flying,"  and  with  flowers  ,-\t  some  of  the  towns. 
1  was  also  saluted  with  booming  cannon.     At  Ponland,

Ac  Rock  Island.  III.,  September  t4th,  Lojpn  havingf 
heard  the  oration  of  General  Chetlain  before  the  Society  uf 
Cbc  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  and  being  loudly  called  for. 
«M|iped  forward  in  Harper's  Theatre  amid  loud  and  enthu^i- 
»atac  dicering.  and  launched  into  an  impassioned  speech  of 
dennnciation  of  the  position  of  that  orator,  that  "  a  cure  for 
oar  bbor  troubles  would  )>e  the  establishment  of  a  limited 
franchise,  based  on  a  property  qualification. "  Logan  dc- 
oounced  such  a  doctrine  a^i  bcin>;  the  first  step  toward  mon-

At  Marton.lII..  Logan  addressed  an  immense  assemblage  of 
his  fellow-citizens.  October  4,  1886.  ii[)on  "■  The  Is-iiics  of  the 
Day."  It  was  his  la^it  great  out-door  public  speech,  and  lie 
handled  the  subjects  in  his  usual  masterly  manner.  It  was 
brgely  devoted  to  an  historical  review  of  taritT  legislation  in 
dus  country,  from  the  (irsi  orj^'anization  of  our  National  (tov- 
cmment,  and  contrasting  the  immeasurable  ruin  that  belcU 
American  industries  whenever,  under  Democratic  rule,  frce> 
tnilc  was  permitted,  and  the  boundless  pros[>erity  that  fol- 
lowed when,  under  Republican  rule,  a  protective  tariff  was 
adopted  and  adhered  to.  This  position  he  fortified  with 
abundant  statistics.  Then,  turning  his  attention  to  Dt-'mo- 
cratic  promises,  made  in  1884,  to  run  the  Government  cconnm- 
■calty  if  the  people  would  only  "  turn  the  rascals  out."  I.ugan 
coMioued :

Tl«  tVmucntU  tuned  ii.  nnd  it  was  kepi  up  ;  and  in  i860  the  Ucmu- 
cratic  aad  Republican  p.iniei  buth  had  platfornwleclarationa  In  (ator  uf 
tkc  grani  to  the  t'nitm  Pacific  Railruad  ;  and  when  tt>nl  grant  was  given, 
both  panics  V'rted  (or  it.  1  wa«  nm  in  CongrcM  ai  the  timr.  but  if  I  had 
bBCB,  I  >buuld  pnibabir  have  voted  with  the  rest.  But  let  me  lay  thia 
t«  you,  ioucad  t)(  the  Republican  Party  robbing  the  people,  I  ask  any 
DeatucraL  when  dtd  his  party  ever  give  a  foot  of  land  to  a  poor  man  In 
IbncDuatry  >  When  the  buffaloliadpotneMiontir  the  country  west  of  the 
MtMiaippi  River.  Buchanan,  the  last  Demueraiic  I'residcni,  vetoed  the 
MU  gtviag  ihti  land  to  poor  people  as  homesteads,  and  it  was  left  tor 
tkc  Rcpabltcaa  Party  to  pass  a  bill,  signed  by  Abraham  Lincoln,  giving 
s  tu  the  poor  people.  So,  when  these  people  accuse  the  Re> 
1  party,  Ihey  bad  better  luiik  at  their  own  history.  If  they  had 
beea  in  power  instead  uf  Ihc  Republican  Party,  homesteads  would 
artrr  hav«  been  voted. 

After  proving  in  various  ways  that  the  Ocmocraiic  I'arty 
»  »  bilure.  and  vindicating  the  Republican  I'arty  froin  these 
Oeawcratk  attacks.  Senator  Logan  concluded  with  an  do- 
^■cat  peroration,  amid  long-continued  pUudiis.

It  wai  humorous  in  npots,  but  breathed  throughout  its  nigged 
rfoqoeoce  that  intense  pntrioiism  which  chamcierlzes  all  his 
Logan  concluded  it  in  these  words:

and  Douglas,  —but  aSio  attempted  to  prove,  and  succeeded  tn 
proving,  that  the  Great  Conspiracy,  which  culminated  In  the 
aUempCed  secession,  and  open,  armed -rebel!  ion.  of  banded 
Soiitbcm  Staten,  had  its  rise  in  the  early  days  of  the  Repub- 
Kc  and  was  originally  fomented,  and  subsequently  grew  to  the 
enormous  proponions  which  almost  wrecked  the  Nation,  by 
the  combined  efforts  of  Southern  free-traders,  whose  real 
objective  point  was  not  so  much  the  preservation  of  human 
«larcry  as  the  accomplishment  of  their  free-trade  designs. 
This  last  work  brought  to  him  great  reputation  us  an  historian, 
■ttd,  doubtless,  had  he  lived,  would  have  been  followed  by 
ocfaer  volumes.  Hut  death  put  an  end  to  whatever  ambitions 
he  nuy  have  had  in  the  distinctive  [laths  of  literaturr  which 
he  fteenu  to  have  chosen,  no  less  than  in  those  others  of  |k>- 
liucal  and  legislative  activity  to  which  he  had  devoted  so  many 
of  the  best  years  of  his  life,  and  in  which  he  was  always  so 
protninent  a  figure.  It  is  quite  probable,  indeed,  that  Lo- 
ean't  valuable  life  was  shortened  by  the  drudgery  and  annoy- 
ances incident  to  the  proof-reading  of  "The  Grcut  C^nspir- 
i^y,"  and  to  disappointments  c<mnectcd  with  its  publicatitm 
and  tale,  which,  added  to  all  his  other  greater  cares,  anxieties, 
't>dii«ries.  and  responsibilities,  were  "  the  straws  which  broke 
the  camel's  back."

where  the  writer  parted  from  him.  As  we  drove  past  Edge- 
wood  the  General  remarked ;  '•  That  is  the  place  General 
Grant  should  have  bought,  and  retired  to,  after  his  Presidcn- 
tal  term  was  up,  instead  of  going  to  New  York.  It  was  ju-^i 
the  place  for  him.  He  would  have  been  hapjiy  there  ;  and. 
bad  he  done  so,  I  believe  he  would  have  been  alive  to-day." 
Linle  did  either  the  General  or  the  writer  dream  that  this 
wai  the  last  time  the  former  would  ever  drive  out  with  a 
tricod  in  this  manner,  or  that  in  little  over  three  weeks  from 
cHen.  Logan's  own  life  would  br  rendered  up. 

On  the  following  Monday,  the  writer  -^aw  and  talked  with 
fbe  General  in  his  committec-rn<im ,'  and  again  on  the  suc- 
credtng  Tuesday.     The  next  d.iy.    Wednesday,   the  writer 
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■ftquiiy  touching  the  General's  health,  at  the  Military  Com- 
;-room,  but  heard  nothing  from  his  secretaries  that

Ai  the  end  of  the  couch 
stood  Senator  Cockrell,  General  Sheridan,  (ieneral  Beatc 
and  the  writer,  while  behind  them  were  Senator  Miller  of 
New  Vork,  Judge  Henry  Strong,  Albert  B.  Hall,  Dr.  I'owell, 
and  General  Kaum.  These  were  the  sad  witnesses  of  Logan's 
earthly  end.  (iradually  as  they  looked  on,  the  death-hue 
deepened  upon  the  upturned  face,  the  breast  of  the  warrior 
fenlly  heaved  once  or  twice,  and  then,  at  a  gesture  from  the 
physician.  Dr.  Newman  raised  his  arms  and  hi«  voice  in 
■olemn  supplication  to  the  Divine  Throne  that  the  soul  of  the 
dying  might  be  received  in  the  Holy  Kingdom,  that  his  usc- 
feil  life  and  grand  example  might  still  be  of  benefit  to  the 
Nation,  and  that  the  dear  ones  he  had  left  behind  might  be 
afiheld  in  their  affliction  and  comforted  by  tlie  Divine  Cdm- 
farter. 

Thus,  at  2.5s  r,M.,  surrounded  by  his  weeping  family  and 
friends,    and    by    the    incense    of  ascending    prayer.    Logan 
r  resigned  his  heroic  soul  to  God.

Ic  was  decided,  therefore,  by  the  Committee  of  Arrange- 
ments, with  the  widow's  consent,  that  the  remains  of  the 
dead  soldier* Senator  be  taken  to  the  rotunda  of  the  Na- 
tional Capitol,  there  to  lie  in  state,  under  guard,  from  noon 
of  the  following  Thursday  to  noon  of  I-"riday. — in  order  to 
jwe  the  people  the  opportunity  they  craved  of  seeing  them, — 
thence  to  be  taken  to  the  Senate  Chamber  where  funeral  ser- 
vices would  be  held,  and  thence  to  the  cemetery  of  Rock  Creek 
Church  for  temporary  deposit.*

Sherman.  W.  F.  Vilas,  John  C.  Black,  Lucius  Fairchild.

Andrews,  and  Dr.  Charles  McMillan. 

A»  when  Logan  died  the  sky  was  overcist  with  gloomy 
doods  and  falling  snow,  so  when  Thursday  came  ih're  was  a 
frerii  snow-fall  and  sombrc-cloudcd  skies.  Shortly  before 
twelve  o'clock  the  beautiful  casket  -with  its  plate-glass  top  re- 
vealing the  entire  form  of  the  dead  General,  <lrrssed  in  black. 
his  right  hand  half  concealed  by  the  buttoned  front  and  resting 
apon  his  breast,  as  it  was  so  often  seen  in  life,  .ind  with  his 
Crwkd  Army  and  other  medals  upon  his   left  breast.— was 
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Lrrntas  or  condolence  ntou  notable  persons  everywhere. 
Meanwhile,  from  the  hour  when  the  telegraph  wires  star- 
tled the  whole  country  on  that  sad  Sunday  afternoon  when 
General  Logan  breathed  his  last,  until  now,  a  constant  stream 
of  tdegrams  and  letters  of  condolence  poured  in  upon  (he 
bereaved  ones  at  Calumet  Place.  In  a  work  like  thi^  it  U 
impossible, — as  ihcy  would  fill  a  volume  of  lhemsL-lvcs,^to 
^vc  more  than  a  hint  of  their  contents.  Only  a  ver>-  few 
therefore  in  whole,  or  in  pan.  can  be  ^ven  as  representing 
the  deep  and  widespread  emotion  occasioned  throughout  the 
land,  from  highest  to  lowest,  by  the  death  of  Logan,  h'rom 
Mr*.

Said  the  St.  Louis 
Miming  Ntws,  before  his  nomination  for  the  Vice>i*resi- 
dcncy:  "  Senator  Logan  cx(>cnded  $50,000  in  trying  to  de- 
velop coal  in  Illinois.  Though  the  venture  was  unsuccessful, 
the  Senator  did  not  mourn  the  loss  of  the  money.  l>ecause 
the  mining  people  got  it  He  is  the  advocate  of  laws  for  the 
protection  of  the  lives  of  miners  while  underground  and  he 
1  receive  the  miners'  vote,  which  is  a  liig  thing  in  this 
Said  the  Springfield  ( 111. )  Monitor,  .\ugiist. 
iSSl  :  "To  see  John  A.  Logan  (at  Carhondalci  with  a 
wide-brimmed  straw  hal.  blue  woollen  shirt,  and  butternut 
fkants  on.  astride  of  his  favorite,  '  Dolly.'  going  kickward  anil 
fiorvard  to  his  wheat-6elds,  and  while  there,  taking  a  hand 
'•hocking'  after  his  twine-binders,  is  a  sight  which  rivvry 
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In  another  of  his  utterances  in  1880.  touching  the 
question  of"  the  rights  of  citizens  to  protection  in  the  cxer- 
ci*c  of  their  political  rijihts  under  our  form  of  Government," 
after  quoting  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  and  showing  the 
taUacy  of  the  reasoning  of  those  who  hold  that  the  National 
Government  has  ample  power  and  would  exercise  it  to  the 
extent  of  war,  if  need  be.  to  protect  the  American  citizen  on 
foreign  soil,  but  has  no  power  to  protect  the  American  citizen 
on  our  own  soil,  he  said :  *'  It  would  be  quite  as  reasonable 
to  «ay  you  cannot  protect  your  property  on  your  own  farm. 
but  a»  soon  as  it  is  safely  placed  on  your  neighbor's  you  may 
do  «o,  even  to  the  shedding  of  blood.  I  think  the  people  of 
tltt*  or  any  other  (tovernment  would  prefrr  to  have  protec- 
tioa  at  home  rather  than  be  compelled  to  go  to  foreign  soil 
far  it.  I  do  not  agree  to  this  latter  doctrine  for  a  moment 
Tlte  fabric  of  our  Government  is  not  so  weak  as  this.  It  is 
a  Government  clothed  by  the  people  with  sovereign  powers, 
through  which  justice  can  be  administered,  domestic  tran- 
quillity preserved,  the  common  defence  provided  for.  the  gen- 
era!  wt^lfare  promoted,  tht-  blessings  of  liberty  secured  to  all, 
and  its  citizens  at  home  and  abroatl  protected  in  all  the  rights 
pertaining  to  them  as  citi;rens  of  the  Rcpui>lic :  and  unlcsi 
the  authority  shall  be  .isscried  under  the  Constitution  and 
lavs  to  do  this,  there  is  great  danger  menacing  the  Kcpub- 
St"  The  colored  people  knew  that  Logan  spoke  as  he 
ibought  and  acted  as  he  s]x>ke ;  that  had  the  Providence 
of  God  devolved  upon  him  the  duties  nf  Chief  Kxecutive.

K*  Cbeir  political  rights,  of  which  ihey  h.ive  m»  h>ng  been  de- 
frauded b)'  Southern  Democrats.  A\  10  the  voldirr  vote. — 
that  rote  which  is  cast,  not  alonr  by  the  soldiers  tlu-mselvcs. 
but  by  their  relatives  and  friends  as  well :  that  prodigious 
vote,  which  goes  into  the  millions,     without  a  doubt  it  wotitd

It  has  often  been  said  by  the  enemies  of  General  Logan 
that  he  "  murdered  the  king's  English," — ^that  h<:  could  not 
speak  grammatically.- -although  ihcy  long  since  abandoned 
tbcir  other  pet  falsehood,  that  he  did  not  make  his  own 
speeches.  He  knocked  down  too  many  Democrat-H  in  brill- 
iant impromptu  debate  in  both  Houses  of  Congress  for  any 
of  his  most  inveterate  enemies  to  pretend  to  believe  that  his 
tpCKchc*  were  not  his  own.  But  they  still  fell  back  on  the 
ocbcr  falsehood,  that  he  could  not  speak  with  nice  grammati- 
cal prcctston.  Now  the  fact  of  the  matter  is,  that  Gt.-nrral 
Logan  as  a  college -graduate  ought  to  have  been,  and  was, 
able  to  write  and  speak  with  as  much  accuracy  as  any  other 
coUcge-brcd  man.  It  may  be  that  instances  can  be  found  in 
socne  of  his  speeches  where  the  wonderful  ru^h  of  his  ideas 
slightly  trip|»cd  the  tongue.  What  of  that  ?  It  has  always 
been  the  same  with  every  great  extempore  speaker  who  has 
BOC  previously  studied  and  committed  to  memory  his  phrases. 
Tbe  main  difference  between  Logan  and  other  great  speak- 
ers of  the  past  and  present  is.  th.-it  the  latter  havi-  Iwen  care- 
fal  to  correct  their  speeches  after  delivery  and  before  puU- 
fication.  while  the  former  cared  solely  for  the-  effect  he 
pvoduced  on  his  auditors  at  the  time  of  delivery.  His 
speeches,  like  his  battle- charges,  arc  full  of  impetuous  ear- 
Acstocss  -full  of  brave  and  weighty  thought-,  uttered  for 
some  noble  and  always  [>atrintic  object.  If  he  could  sway 
cbe  thronging  multitudes  with  the  magnr-ttsm  of  his  jierson 
aoA  the  magical  force  of  his  reasoning  and  fervid  rliM|uence. 
what  cared  he  for  the  applause  of  the  schola'.iic  dileiianii? 
!■  battle  or  on  the  stump,  where  rough-hewn  U'csitm  forms 
L       cf  expression  are  often  the  inuM  cfffctivc.  in  the  Senate  or  at 
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Third,  or  as  the  glorious  Declaration  of  Independence  itself. 
Again,  take  that  part  of  his  speech,  in  answer  to  the  impos- 
inj;  wcl-ome  with  which  he  was  received  at  Washington  after 
his  re-election  to  the  United  Slates  Senate,  which  illustrates 
the  value,  to  future  generations,  of  hiim.in  life-work,  by  the 
poetical  allusion  to  the  microscopic  remains  of  shclUife  pre- 
served for  cons  in  the  limestones  and  marbles  of  which  the 
Capitol— our  Temple  of  Liberty  — is  built,  and  say  then  if  it 
n  not  a  gem  of  beauty.  Take  his  magnificent  l-'ourth-of-July 
oration  at  Clinton,  in  1874,  with  its  wealth  of  historical  re- 
search and  depth  of  philosophical  patriotic  thought,  and  an- 
swer where  else  can  you  fmd  as  much  broad  statesmanship. 
or  as  many  grand  thoughts,  in  equally  good  diction.  In 
some  of  his  speeches,  like  that  at  Morris.  September  1.  1S68, 
are  bits  fully  as  dramatic  as  scenes  from  Shakespeare's 
tragedies.  And  what  movement  and  lire  is  there  in  his  vivid 
descriptions  of  the  battles  fought  for  the  presenation  of  the 
L'aion ;  as.  for  instance,  that  of  Atlanta,  when  liravc  Mc 
PheTMin  fell !  It  may  be  said  with  literal  truth  of  his  speeches, 
that  they  are,  like  that  grand  plea  for  the  civilization  of  the 
ladian.  or  his  great  oration  upon  Grant.  well-stocke<l  lieds  of 
rbetorical  pearls.  I'earls  of  wit  and  wisdom,  of  philosophj, 
patriotism,  poetry,  and  common-sense  are  to  be  found  among 
them  everywhere— quite  ef|u.il  to  the  few  of  them  which  thr 
writer  has  hastily  culled  and  here  presents  in  the  precise 
•hjqie  in  which  they  wt-rr  uttered,  with  .1  view  to  showin;^ 
Ww  ridiculously  false  is  the  statement  that  John  \.  Logan 
could  not  fipcak  gonil  Lnglish,  or  sjioki:  it  without  regard  to 
grammatical  construction  :

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oianS  orders,  had.  in  the  face  of  almost  cenain  death,  ad- 
vanced with  hU  heroic  corps  upon  the  impregnable  position 
of  the  enemy  at  Little  Kenesaw  Mountain.  This  was  one  of 
Sherman's  bloodiest  hluncitTs.  but  Logan  never  faltered  an 
instant  in  obediently  executing  his  orders,  although  scarcely 
a  rrgimental  commander  of  his  storming  column  escaped 
wounds  or  death  in  that  probably  most  heroic  charge  of  the 
wbole  war.  And  this  was  but  one  of  many  instances,  unsur- 
pMsed,  if  ever  equalled,  by  any  West  Pointer,  of  Logan's 
•*  technical  "  and  "  professional  "  and  ■■  prompt  "  obedience  to 
orders.  It  was  the  matchless  valur  of  Logan  and  his  men 
that  in  this  case,  as  in  others,  alone  redeemed  the  sanguinary 
niistakcs  of  his  superior  officer ;  and  this,  perhaps,  was  not, 
and  b  not,  a  pleasant  thing  for  Sherman's  peculiar  memory' 
to  dwell  upon. 

Again,  Sherman  gives  as  a  further  excuse  for  not  recom- 
nending  Logan  for  the  permanent  command  of  the  Army  o( 
die  Tennessee  at  that  time,  when  he  had  so  brilliantly  earnr.i 
and  been  thankfully  assured  of  it  by  himself,  that  he  (Shrr- 
oun)  knew  that  "  we  would  have  to  execute  some  most  deli- 
caie  manoeuvres,  requiring  the  utmost  skill,  nicety,  and  pre- 
ckioa : "  and  the  implication  is  obvious,  although  he  does 
■M  here  say  so,  that  these  "delicate  manituvrcs  requiring 
tiK  Utmost  skill,  nicety,  and  precision  "  were  In  be  performed 
by  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee,  and  that  Logan  had  not  that 
mnarkaUe  "  skill,  nicety,  and  precision  "  in  the  handling  of 
■o  large  a  bo^ly  of  troops,  which  was  essential  tt>  ihc  emer- 
gency. That  would  undoubtedly  Ix:  a  sirong  paint  if  it  were 
Cnte.  But  it  was  not  true  and  nobody  better  knows  it  than 
Sherman  himself!     We  shall  see  directly  if  this  is  not  so  -

McPhcTMin  was  killed.  The  first  thing  I  had  to  do  was  to 
wtkdraw  Mi  Pktr  son  $  army  from  the  U/t  and  ttam/er  it  lo 
tkt  right.

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minds  the  writer  of  Lady  Washington.  She  is  very  synipa> 
thetic  and  kind-heartt-d.  Her  father.  Captain  J.  M.  Cunninj;- 
hain,  who  died  in  1873,  and  for  whose  memory  she  entcruins 
the  greatest  possible  affection,  was  of  Irish  ancestry-,  and 
bom  in  Tennessee,  removinjj  while  a  young  man  to  Peters- 
burg, Boone  County,  Mo.,  where  he  married  a  Miss  Foun- 
taine,  a  lady  of  French  descent,  and  where  his  daughter 
Mary,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  i>orn  August  15,  i8j8. 
the  eldest  of  thirteen  children.  Me  subsequendy  with  his 
family  settled  in  Illinois.  He  had  as  a  youth  been  in  the 
Black  Hawk  War,  and  when  the  war  with  Mexico  broke  out, 
served  in  it  as  Captain  of  Company  B.  First  Illinois  V'olun- 
tcer  Infantry.  It  was  during  this  war.  as  wc  have  seen,  that 
he  became  intimate  with  John  A.  Logan,  then  a  lieutenant 
in  another  company  of  the  same  regiment  I'pon  his  re 
turn  from  Mexico.  Captain  Cunninjjham  was  among  the  old 
"  forty-niners  "  who  went  to  California  Subsc<|iicntly,  upon 
his  return  to  Illinois,  ho  held  the  position  of  Land  Register 
at  Shawneetown.  Besides  this  position,  he  held  others.  Mr 
was.  at  various  times,  sheriff  of  his  county,  clerk  of  the  court. 
United  States  Marshal  of  the  Southern  District  of  Illinois, 
and  was  a  member  of  the  Illinois  I^e^islaturc  in  I.S45,  at  the 
same  time  that  General  Loj^an's  father  occupied  a  seat  in 
that  body.  In  fact  he  was  a  prominent  n-prrsrntativf  man 
in  his  part  of  the  country,  and  was  honored  and  l^-loved  by 
alt  whu  knew  him.

It  it  unneceuarjr  for  me  to  vt.y  that  the  General's  and  Mr&.  Logan's

TouUi  wa*  paued.  has  but  strengthened  with  time.  Une  of  the  first 
act!  of  ttie  (rencral  on  bccuininn;  firmly  established  at  the  bar  was  to 
puichase  the  uld  homestead  in  Jackson  Cuuniv,  where  he  wa*  bom,  and 
he  Mill  owns  it,  although  his  bnither  Tom  is  now  occupying  the  place, 
wfairb  consists  uf  about  five  hundred  acres.  The  house,  1  mnembvr, 
was  built  of  l<^s,  wcaihcr-boarded,  and  was  considered  quite  a  preten-
